DUTCHMAN CASTS BELLS 


Carillon in Mathews Mill Town 


The traveler from Atlanta to 
Columbia is impressed with the 
modern brick bungalows and 
well-kept yards. Just outside of 
Greenwood, S. C., on VU. S. 176 
a striking steel sign—the  sil- 
houette of a woman at a spinning 
wheel—tells him he is “Entering 
Mathews Mill Village.” He un- 
doubtedly says .to himself, “I’ve 
never seen a-mill village quite 
like this.” 

And he is right. He notices, 
too, a pyramidal tower behind the 
beautiful church beside the road. 
If he looks closely enough, he 
notices apertures in each side of 
the top of the tower, and dozens 
of bells of varying size inside.

morial Church in New York—have 
72 bells.

“Our excavations here have 
added greatly to our knowledge 
about the history of these pre- 
historic Indians.

“For instance, at their cere- | 
monial burials in the eommunal 
mounds, they made a practice of 
‘killing the pots.’ It was sort of 
a ceremonial pot-breaking affair.”

In Black Ist Half 


LONDON, ‘Sept. 6 — (4) — Brit- 
ain’s nationalized coal mines made 
£1,503,982 ($6,015,928) in the first 
half of 1948, the National Coal 
Board reported tonight. 

In 1947, the first year of na- 
tionalized operation, the mines ran 
up a deficit of £23,255,586 ($93,- 
022,344). 

The Board attributed part of its 
profit to a two shilling six pence 
(50 cents) a ton increase in the 
price of coal Jan. 1 for an average 
price of 47 shillings 1.9 pence 
($9.55) a ton. 

Miners’ average weekly earn- 
ings increased three shillings 11 
pence (78 cents) during the sec- 
ond quarter of 1948 for an average 
of £8 five shillings, two pence 
($33.03), the Board reported.

Losing Wartime Gains, 
Say Women Doctors 


NEW YORK, Sept. 6—(NANA)—Femme dees—as 
women doctors don’t like to be called, since they object 
to being set off from other physicians merely because of 
their sex—fear that they are losing ground gained in the 


war, one of them said today. 

There are about 8,000 women 
in active medical practice in 
the nation, and 2,500 who hold 
degrees but are not in practice. 

There is no medical field 

where women have not enter- 
ed and done well, although 
“many of them do gynecology, 
. because women find it easier 
- te discuss their special medi- 
‘eal problems with other wom- 
‘en. Somewhat for the same 
reason, because they can get 
along with mothers as well 
as children, there are plenty of 
femme dee child specialists. 

Recently, women have re- 
cruited strongly to the ranks of 
psychiatry; possibly here the 
tradition of the understanding 
woman gives them an edge. 

In wartime, there was such a 
dearth of doctors that women 
were able to attain prominence 
they had not achieved before.

Hospital appointments, as in- 
terns or on the staff, are hard 
for women to achieve. 

The United States is behind 
some other nations in its per- 
centage of women among hold- 
ers of medical degrees. It is five 
here compared with 17 in Eng- 
land and 85 in Soviet Russia.

Tomorrow is the day. 

Until such time as the two-party sys- 
t@m becomes a reality in Georgia the 
Democratic Primary will continue to be 
our real election. 

That is why it is important that every 
eligible person in the State take time out 
to go to the polls tomorrow and vote for 
the candidate of his choice, not only for 

* Governor, but for other State and local 
offices as well. 

Democracy cannot operate by default 
of its citizens. If a large number of 
eligible voters fail to exercise the fran- 
chise it means that democratic govern- 


ment, which is government by the ma- 


jority, is in danger of becoming govern- 
ment by minority. 

It is only where there is widespread 
lethargy of voters that it has been possi- 
ble for political machines and bosses to

There should be twice that many but it is 
too late now to do anything about that 
problem this year. But surely it cannot 
be too much to expect an overwhelming 
majority of the registered voters to go to 
the polls. : 

Voting is not just a one-way privilege. 
It is an obligation that automatically falls 
upon all qualified citizens. Indeed, one 
who fails to vote can hardly be said to be 
a first-class citizen. 

In a few hours the campaigns will be 
over and everyone will have made up his 
mind how he stands on the candidates. He 
is doing himself and his State an injustice 
if he fails to record his preferences at the 
ballot box tomorrow. 


Farm Subsidiesa Political Football 


Of course farm price supports help 
keep food prices high. 

For President Truman and the Demo- 
crats to pretend otherwise is just as 
foolish as for the Republicans to pretend 
that it all is the fault of the Democrats. 

The truth of the matter is that farm 
price supports were agreed upon by 
leaders of both parties for reasons of 
political expediency. Both were afraid of 
the consequences if they failed to give the 
farmers the very best bargain they could 
concoct in this election year. 

As we have pointed out many times, 
however, price supports for farm prod- 
ucts is no more nefarious and no more of 
an economic monstrosity than protective 
tariffs for industry. It is the purpose of 
protective tariff laws to maintain prices 
of certain goods at levels higher than the 


world price. The same is true of farm 


subsidies. 

Union wage earners as well as stock- 
holders and management benefit in those 
industries helped by protective tariffs. 
Is it right that the incomes of these 
groups should be propped up by artificial 
assistance while farmers are forced to 
shift for themselves, taking their chances 
on getting a fair price for their product? 

Replacement of the present farm sub- 
sidy schedule with a permanent agricul- 
tural program will be necessary in the 
months ahead. It, of necessity, will call 
for a downward revision of parity pay- 
ments. If in the meanwhile, though, farm 
subsidies are allowed to become a po- 
litical football the chances are that the 
farmer won’t get anything like the square 
deal he is entitled to. 


The Fourth Party Troubles 


No matter what one feels about the 
controversy, there can be no argument 
but that from their viewpoint the Demo- 
cratic National Committee members are 
correct in saying that the Dixiecrats are 
a fourth political party and that Demo- 
cratic office seekers will not be regarded 
as Democrats if they join up with the new 


fourth party. 


No amount of sophistry about who has 
left whom removes the fact that the 
Dixiecrats are refusing to accept the re- 
sults of the Democratic convention and 
the party decisions. 


The Atlanta Constitution has been 
pointing out this horn of the dilemma 
from the first. Without attempting to 
here discuss the Truman proposals, on 
which we many times have made our- 
selves clear, we do wish to say again that 
the States themselves cannot in State 
elections determine anything about the 
civil rights proposals. That is up te 


Congress and, finally, to the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 
The Southern States, Georgia among 


- them, must make up their minds whether 


they will risk the committee position and 
the prestige of their Congressmen and 
Senators by throwing them into a fourth 
party with consequent loss of position. 
They are the troops who must win or lose 
the civil rights battle in Congress. They 
require, it seems to us, full support to do 
the most efficient job. Senator Richard B. 
Russell, for example, can do more as a 
Democrat than as a Dixiecrat. He can 
hope to attract help from Democrats from 
other sections so long as he is in the party. 
As a Dixiecrat no Democrat from States 
outside the South could afford to join him. 

The National Committee action may 
be anything you wish to call it, high- 
handed, arbitrary, and so on, but from 
the party viewpoint there is no other 
course the Committee can take. 

Let us look before we leap.

Truman's Reply to the Spy Probers 


WASHINGTON—President Truman has made a point, it seems, in his reply to charges by the 
House un-American Committee that he has protected Communists in the Federal Government. After 
denouncing the charges as “a plain lie out of the whole cloth,” the President went on to say that 
during the war the spies, which the committee is now investigating, were not Communists or Rus- 


sians but were and Japanese. 


Mr. Truman added quite ironically that he 
had never heard of the Committee making a 
search for German or Japanese spies. 

The President’s point seems to be well taken. 
All of the spy tales being dug up by the Com- 
mittee involve only Communist activities. From 
reading some of the pseudo sensational stories 
coming out of the House investigating body one 
might get the impression that a hostile spy ring 


was operating inside the Government during the 


time of war much to our detriment. 

If the espionage activities being limelighted 
by the Committee concerned agents of Ger- 
many or Japan the situation would be far dif- 
ferent. But they do not deal with those coun- 
tries at all. The Committee is dwelling on the 
alleged spying operations of one of our then 
friendly allies. 

The Russians, it may be granted, did maintain 
a certain espionage organization in this country 
during the war. We undoubtedly did the same 
thing with them, just as we did with the British 
and the British did with us. Each country found 
it desirable to check up on the other to make sure, 
if nothing else, that mutual commitments were 
being carried out. 


But what makes the Communist spy expose a 
bit ridiculous is the acknowledged fact by our 
top-ranking officials that there is nothing, ex- 
cepting perhaps the atomic bomb secrets, the Rus- 
sians could have gotten through underground 
circles which was not made available to them 
through the highest military channels. 


Naturally we told them everything we were 
doing, even to the most secret plans of all—the 
date marked for the invasion of Europe. It was 
necessary to do that in order to co-ordinate the 


Russia, he reminded, was this country’s ally while we were 
engaged in a bitter struggle with the Axis nations. 


— Allied efforts on the Eastern and Western 
nts. 

With this sort of complete exchange of mili- 
tary information through official channels of the 
Allied high command, what was there left for 
Communist spies to seek out in this country? 
Obviously nothing. All of the information de- 
veloped by the House Committee thus far has 
dealt with trivial stuff—and all of it during the 
period covered by the war, when the Russians 
were fighting with us side by side. 


Mr. Truman has pointed up the main defi- 
ciency of the Committee by citing its failure 
to go out in quest of German or Japanese spies, 
our real enemies at the time.. There is ample 
evidence that both Axis countries had spy rings 
operating here. We captured batches of them 
laid down on our coasts by submarines at night. 
For some years before the war the German- 
American Bund operated freely in the eountry. 
We have reasons to believe that this organiza- 
tion was used as a nucleus of espionage work. 


Yet the Committee does not seem to be con- 
cerned with the spy work of our actual enemies. 
Practically all of its efforts have been centered 
on ferreting out Communist activities. 

In that respect the Committee has remained 
true to its traditions dating back to the time it 
was directed by Chairman Martin Dies, the for- 
mer Texas Congressman who seemed to see Red 
every time he looked under his bed at night. It 


has had a background of Red baiting for years, | 


The present body is no exception. 

If there were Communists in the Government 
back during the war period, it may be well to 
know about it, to be sure. But it should be 
equally or more important to find out whether 
any spies of enemy countries were kicking about 
at the same time. The Communists were at least 
on our side then, however strained the relations 
between Washington and Moscow have become 
since.

Homer Has 
Been Talking Again 


Homer Chase, the Communist Gauleiter in 

Georgia, made a speech over a local radio sta- 

tion about a week ago. I had not heard of it 
until a copy reached my desk on yesterday. 

It is a very good illustration of the Communist technique of 
twisting the truth and the use of the deliberate lie. Much of the 
speech Is a fantastic lie. It lies in the beginning when it says the 
Communist program is one of peace and of progress. 

The record speaks for itself. The record reveals the Com- 
munist program to be one of discord, of disunity, the sabotaging of 
the labor unions of the country; the creation of internal strife, and 
a full and complete loyalty is to the Soviet Union. 

At the very time he spoke of peace, he and his influences were 
at work through an outlawed union trying to bring about race riots 
in Atlanta and Georgia. At the very time he was speaking of his 
great concern for the Negro, he and this outlaw union were trying 
to persuade a few Negroes to carry out an action which would 
bring on bitterness and possible violence. 


Seek That is what they seek. Their interest is not in the 
welfare of the poor Negro and the poor white. Their 
interest is in using the poverty and the discontent of these poor per- 
sons to create disorder and bitterness, because it is in confusion, 
bitterness and fear that the Communists work best. This is a fact 
too many of our politicians and businessmen fail to see and know. 
Certainly the immediate problem of the Negro is to get equal 
rights in education, in the courts, in travel, in opportunity for 
employment, and in housing. 

Yet, in his speech the Communist Gauleiter put forward the 
abolishment of the segregation laws as the chief objective of the 
Negro. Segregation can be ended in its vicious forms without aban- 
doning the pattern of the South which will not be abandoned and 
which could not be enforced save by arms. This is typical of the

Showed Restraint 


NEW YORK—The restraint shown by the people of the Southern tier under the deliberate goad- 
ing of Henry Wallace is a reproach to the manners of the rabble of the cities up North. The Southern 
people, contrary to the slanders of a small element of envious inferiors in the City of New York, 
are, day by day, the politest that we have. Their superficial manners are pretty and almost fearsome 
as they mask an alacrity to fight for cause, and their patience is seen to be majestic under dire 


provocation. 

The conduct of these maligned but superior 
eitizens in the presence of the drooling mounte- 
bank who howled for war but cowered in Wash- 
ington while sapling boys from the high school 
campus were mangled overseas, was an honor to 
their civilization. In a comparable situation in 
the Bronx, the intruder would have been beaten 
to death but for the strong intervention of the 
New York police. And they would have saved 
him only to suffer the bigotry of some Pilate who 


would have stretched an ear to the mob outside * 


and packed him off to prisor for inciting riot. 


The fact that Wallace is a candidate for 
President should not be a shield. If a 
man shall run for President as an advocate 
of some vileness abhorrent to the moral 
and religious sense of a given community, 
the importance of the office will intensify 
the opposition, 


In his Southern campaign, Bubblehead has 
ignored the issue of treason through Communism 
and advocated outrageous violations of the con- 
stitutional rights of the State and their citizens 
and of local sensibilities and custom. 

If Wallace had been sincere it was strange 
that he never thought to go South and live 
in the homes of Negroes until election time. 
Similarly, Eleanor the Great revealed no use for 
them except as cooks and porters until she start- 
ed a career as a political parasite on, the ancient 

arty of the Southern States. Her husband sold 
ots at Warm Springs containing the conventional 
African exclusion clause. 


For ulterior reasons, principally treason or a 
milder form of treason amounting to a lingering, 
disappointed faith in Russia and in Roosevelt, 
Wallace commands a minor following in a few 
Eastern cities and, of course, in Hollywood. The 
Southern people, of purer citizenship and incom- 
parably finer loyalty, might have been under- 
stood, though not so readily pardoned, had some 
angry gang tumbled the cops aside and 
lynched him. 

The worst they did, however, was to throw 
a few eggs and tomatoes and even this harmless 
protest was the expression of only a few ex- 
uberant Crackers arbitrarily classified as trash. 


The custom of throwing eggs and garden 
truck at persons who appeal for public favor 
has dwindled in the years since the Cherry Sis- 
ters coyly strung a net from the proscenium, but 
it was standard practice not so long ago, and 


never harmful. No record exists of the death of 
any Hamlet or candidate from stoning with eggs, 
cabbage or tomatoes. They were eloquent but 
harmless. This was sound, native American 
custom. 


The pop bottle, on the other hand, is a 
deadly missile notorious in the major 
league cities, all of which lie in the North- 
east quarter of the country. There were 
episodes in St. Louis, Detroit and Brooklyn, 
the last-named the stronghold of the Wal- 
lace adherence, so dangerous that the base- 
ball industry was obliged to issue paper 
cups, retaining the bottles in custody. In- 
deed, I recall an evening at Madison 
Square Garden when a large knife was 
thrown from some gallery and grazed the 
ear of Mrs. Charles Francis Coe. 


The rude note which is made by the pursing 
of the lips and a violent exhalation is a cultural 
and political refinement known the world around 
as the Bronx Cheer. 

For a comparison let it be agreed that the 
Rev. Gerald L. K. Smith, a “nationalist” and, 
on information and belief, a candidate, like Wal- 
lace, for President of the United States, were to 
venture similarly into the centers of the strong- 
est emotional opposition. 

Parson Smith is an orator of enormous gas 
and effrontery and, like Wallace, he delights to 
stir them up. He is said to be a Jew-baiter. His 
distrust of colored people seems almost as wild 
and he is a frantic enemy of Communism. 

In measuring the civilization and manners 
of the courteous people of the South toward 
Henry Wallace, fairness requires consent to the 
appearance of Mr. Smith in The Bronx, Brook- 
lyn and Atlantic City and in all the Negro ghet- 
toes of the North. 

His arguments and assertions would be no 
more unreasonable or untruthful than Bubble- 
head’s have been. 


Yet if he did try to emulate Wallace here | 
highly civilized Northern people | 
would riot and might burn down most of a couple |

World Schools Should Teach UN 


Every schoolboy and schoolgirl 
in the world should receive in- 
struction on the United Nations 
as.an integral part of his or her 
education—this is the goal set by 
the General Assembly with a view 
to developing the intelligent pub- 
lic opinion and support without 
which the UN System in the long 
run could not succeed, 

In search of the most effective 
methods of teaching about the 
United Nations and its Specialized 
Agencies, 53 key educational ex- 
perts from 27 countries worked 
together in a six-week seminar 
at Adelphi College, Long Island, 
near UN headquarters at Lake 
Success, New York. 

The Seminar was organized 
and conducted by the United Na- 
tions Educational, Scientific and 
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Cultural Organization (UNESCO) 
in co-operation with the United 
Nations. Its five main purposes 
were: To devise means of present- 
ing the UN System to children 
and young people up to the age 
of 18; to acquaint leading educa- 
tors from different nations with 
the UN; to examine existing ma- 
terials, and to produce new ma- 
terials for school use. The fifth 
aim was to provide experience in 
international living. Upon their 
return, many participants will in- 
troduce the study of the UN into 
the schools of their home coun- 
tries. 

As the members represented 
school systems as different as the 
climates and customs of their coun- 
tries, and each nation has its 
special problems, the Seminar 
adopted the “workshop” plan. It 
was divided into small grounvs 
made up of countries that had 
roughly similar problems. These 
groups met in study circles, cr 
what are called ‘“‘workshops” in 
American colleges. This plan en-
